The examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 1 -1 8 and addition of new 
claims 19-20 by the amendment filed on 7/31/06. Claims 19 and 20 are presented for 
examination. 

2. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor en^ors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware In the specification. Furthermore, all 
claims should be revised carefully to eliminate all grammatical errors and antecedent 
basis problems. 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington,

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The above reference of Vorbach et al. does not claim "wherein the address 
arrangement is further configured to indicate an end of a data transfer via a signal on a 
bus". However, the above feature was well known to one of ordinary skill In the art at 
the time the invention was made as evidenced by Wasserman et al. The reference of 
Wasserman et al. teaches the feature in col. 5, lines 54-57. It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to include the above 
feature in the system of Vorbach et al. to obtain the present claimed invention because 
that would allow the next bus user of the system of Vorbach et al. to attempt to gain 
access to the data bus immediately. 

5. Claims 1 9-20 are allowable over the prior art of record, alone or in combination, 
after filing a proper Terminal Disclaimer. The claims are allowable because 
combinations recited in parent claim 19 are patentably distinguished from the prior art of 
record. Dependent claim 20 further limits the subject matter of parent claim 19.
